Chess Game Analysis open to students 


If you've always wanted to see how a TV show 
such as All in the Family is taped, your chance is 
finally here. 

The Community Services Office, located in the 
SAC Administration Building, has become the first 
Orange County agency to distribute passes to the 
tapings of all three major networks. And the 
tickets don’t cost a cent. 

The only catch involved is that you must use 
any tickets you are given. 

“The networks will give us tickets, but they 
request that all tickets are used. If the people who 
get the passes from us don’t show up, the 
networks will quit sending us tickets,” said Skip 
Olsen, head of SAC TV and film productions. ‘‘It 
doesn’t matter whether the tickets are given to 
someone else, just as long as the seats are filled. 

He added that persons who cannot attend or 
are unable to give their passes to someone else 


be passed on to someone else. 

The first group of tickets given included All in 
the Family, Wheel of Fortune, and The Match 
Game. Tickets for tomorrow's shootings of The 
Match Game are still available. 

Upcoming tickets are set for The Jeffersons 
and, hopefully, more popular shows as time 
progresses. 

Most of the shootings are done in Hollywood 
and Burbank. Seating is guaranteed by CBS. ABC 
and NBC do not guarantee seats. They are 
available on a first come, first served basis. 

“Anyone who follows directions closely will 
get a seat,’’ said Olsen. 

No reservations are taken. Anyone wanting a 
ticket must pick them up at the Community 
Services Office. Tickets are limited to four per 
person. 

Some weeks there will be a large number of 
tickets, while other weeks none will be sent. ‘ 


Bid to open ASSAC elections 


unlikely to pass

The ASSAC senate is considering legislation 
that could extend the right to vote in ASB 
elections to all registerea SAC students rather than 
just ASB members. 

Since free voting privileges would require an 
amendment to the ASB constitution, the bill itself 
would not make the change but would place the 
issue on the ballot for ASB members to decide the 
matter in next spring’s election. 

The senate is divided on the measure. After a 
full hour of debate at last Monday's senate 
meeting, neither side could win the two-thirds 
majority vote needed to decide the question. 

Discussion of the bill has been continued over 
to next Monday's meeting - the final session of 
this semester's term. 

1f the deadlock continues, as most observers of 
student government expect, the legislation will 
most likely expire when its leading proponent, 
Senator Brien Dodd, leaves office at the end of the 
semester. 

Backers of the bill point out that when the 
ASB constitution was written, it was mandatory 
for all SAC students to purchase and ASB card -- 
hence, everyone could vote. 

Proponents feel that since ASB card purchases 
are no longer required for enrollment but are still 
required for voting priveleges, student government

is no longer representative of the student body at 
large. 

Opponents view the ASB as a club or 
organization and feel that there is no basis for 
allowing non-members to take part in electing 
officers. 

Dodd condemned the $10 fee for membership 
as a “poll tax’’ and claimed that open elections 
would increase voter turnout and_ stimulate 
interest. in campus politics without reducing 
revenues from card sales. 

Disputing ,Senator Fred Cody cited statistics 
showing that when a poll tax on national elections 
was discontinued in the late 1960s there was no 
increase in voter turnout. A 

Cody went on to express fears that special 
interest groups such as on-campus clubs could use 
open elections as a means to vote in large power 
blocks and gain control of student government and 
ASB funds. 

While Senator Paul Quinn shared Cody’s fear 
that open elections could lead to misuse of ASSAC 
funds, Senator Denise Vitelli joined with Dodd to 
voice the opinion that there are adequate checks 
and balances to prevent this occurring. 

Since it would require a unanimous vote of the 
lame duck senate to make up the required 
two-thirds majority in the face of seven vacant 
seats, the financial doubts held by Cody and 
Quinn are likely to prevent passage of the bill.

Using credit is very much a part of the 
American economy and lifestyle. It was an 
American who first invented the credit card and it 
is Americans:who use credit more than any other 
country. Unfortunately, however, it is often very 
hard for young people to get credit. This is 
because we live in a topsy-turvey world where the 
best way to get credit is to already be in debt -- the 


The best way to get in debt ... is to first 
apply at your local department store for a 


So the basic question that young people have 
to answer is, ‘How can | get in debt?” According to 
Virginia Knauer, director of the U.S. Office of 
Consumer Affairs, the best way to get in debt and 
thus establish credit is to first apply at your local 
department stere for a charge account. Then use 
the credit, and pay promptly. This establishes a 
credit history. 

The next step, according to Knauer, is to 
“apply for a small loan, even if you do not need 
the money right now.” Getting a loan, and 
repaying it on time (not in one lump sum -- loan. 
periods of less than six months do not establish a 
credit history) is the next step in establishing a

good credit rating. 

Actually there’s more to getting a loan than to 
already be in debt. Steve Thudium, a loan officer 
at the 17th and Bristol branch of Bank of 


America, says that ‘Our policy is, to get a personal 
loan, an applicant needs to have one year on a job 
that pays at least $600 a month gross income, and 
at least one credit reference, one that’s been open 
for at least six months.” 


These criteria for a loan also create two more: 
a person must be working full time and thus 
cannot be a full time student, and he or she must 
have resided in the same area for at least one year, 
which is the minimum length of time on the job. 

But people who cannot get a loan at a bank 
may have an easier time at a finance company. 
However, there are finance companies and there 
are finance companies, and some will hit you with 
a much higher interest charge than others. 

So it may save you money to get out the 
yellow pages and call two or three, or even four 
finance companies and ask for their interest rates. 


The rates you want to ask for are the APR, and 


the finance charge. 


The APR, or Annual Percentage Rate, is the 
simple interest on a loan for one year’s time. The 
finance charge is the total cost in dollars that you 
are paying for the privilege of borrowing money. 
Any company that lends you money, whether it 
be K-Mart, a used card dealership or a finance 
company, must by law give you these figures -- if 
you ask.

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Mail sign-ups beneficial 


SAC Admissions and Records Office has extended the early 
mail-in registration procedure this spring semester for continuing 
students who have 19.5 units or less. These students can now 
enjoy the benefits of early registration by mail. During fall 
semester registration only those students with 20 or more units 
had the privilege of mail registration. 

The el DON applauds this administrative move for it will ease 
the burden for both students and administrators who find regular 
registration a chaotic procedure. 

Counselors, over the years, have many white hairs to show 
because of registration experiences. One of the reasons is that 
many new students enroll the second week of January at the 
same time as continuing students are registering. Often the new 
students were programmed into classes only to learn all the 
sections had been closed. Under the new system, the continuing 
students have registered, thus the counselors can ascertain what 
classes have been closed and advise accordingly. Thus, mail-in 
registration helps to lighten the counseling load. 

Registration by mail also saves tax monies. Only three or four 
people in addition to the attendance staff are needed. Previously, 
40 or 50 people were hired in order to proceed with the normal 
registration process. 

Academic deans also find the new registration satisfying since 
the deans can adjust scheduling where unprecedented demand 
occurs. If all sections of a particular class are closed and there is a 
great demand from students to open more sections of that Class, 
the deans may be able to do so. The result will be fewer 
frustrated students. 

The students reaping the greatest benefit are those who work 
full or part time. There will be no more standing in line, fighting 
for a particular class by the student who must either take time 
out from work or come to the campus after work. With the 
mail-in registration system, the working student will have free 
time to make a wise schedule with sufficient instead of limited 
time. 

Students eligible for graduation now have extra time to 
examine their program making sure they have fulfilled AA 
requirements or General Education units if transferring. 
Additional time will be given students to check for deficiencies 
before presenting their graduation petitions to their counselors. 

Handicapped students need not make one or more trips to the 
campus or struggle in registration lines. They can prepare 
schedules at home and put them in the mail. 

The el DON can find nothing but advantages for the new 
registration procedures. SAC is one of the few community 
colleges to adopt this policy and may present an example for 
other community colleges to follow.

Dons lead Orange County 
in scoring despite injuries

TOP DONS -- SAC’s cagers continue to lead Orange County teams in 
scoring with a 94.1 average. Four of the top six scorers are Dons. 
Blake Taylor is the scoring leader, followed by Barrie Elliott in 
fourth, Steve Smith in fifth and Howard Avery in sixth place. 


“I’ve never had a squad who didn’t score many 
points,” Todd said after his high scoring team 
pulled three games in a six game holiday spree. 
“We can’t lay. back and slow down because we 
don’t have any 6’ 8” or 6’ 9” players to get 
rebounds for us, so we must run.” 


Rolland Todd has never had a team who didn’t 
score a lot of points and his SAC cagers are no 
execption. 

The fast breaking Dons have used their speed 
effectively to roll up high scoring games and the 
county leadership in the scoring derby. 

SAC is led by freshman guard Blake Taylor 
with a 21.1 per game average who also leads the 
county scorers. Following Taylor are Barrie Elliot 
(18.7), Steve Smith (18.5) and Howard Avery 
(17.2), all in the county’s top six. 

As a result the Dons have piled up five century 
games, good enough for a new school record. The 
cagers rewrote the book with a 104 points against 
Pasadena City College despite an overtime loss by 
one basket. 

Then Smith led his team with a career high 38 
points as the Dons avenged an earlier loss to 
Saddleback College with a 107-91 triumph. Smith 
added his own name to the record tables as he hit 
on 19 of 24 shots from the field. 


The only one in Todd’s roster who resembles a 
giant on the court is Jim Cunningham who stands 
a tall 6’ 7” but has served only as a cheerleader 
since a leg injury slowed him down early in the 
season. 


The Don skyscraper is a hopeful for next 
Tuesday’s contest against Cal State Fullerton’s 
junior varsity in the-Don gym. Todd expects his 
center to be ready for action by conference play 
the following Saturday. 


Todd still picks the preseason favorites, 
Cerritos and Mt. SAC, as the teams to beat. ‘’I still 
see it as people saw it when it all began in 
November. But we still play in one of the toughest 
conferences around.”
